S 
Varo, the Philadelphia republican 
leader, w as denied a seat in th e U nited 
S tates senate today because he spent 
$785,000 to get the P ennsylvania sena­ 
torial nom ination in 1926. 
T he vote 
w as 58 to 22. 
T he N orris resolution w as adopted 
by the senate, declaring the expendi­ 
tu re of such a large sum of money, to ­ 
g eth er w ith charges of 
fraud, 
cor­ 
rupted the credentials of the Pennsyl­ 
vania senator-elect. 
The seat he has never been able to 
occupy w as thereby declared vacant. 
The pream ble of the N orris resolu­ 
tion charged there w ere "num erous 
and various instances of fraud and 
corruption" in V are’s 
p rim ary 
cam ­ 
paign. 
I t contended the m oney ex­ 
penditure 
represented a prim a-facie 
case ccontrary to sound public policy, 
h arm ful to the dignity and honor of 
th e senate, dangerous to th e p erpetu­ 
ity of a free governm ent." 
The charges of fraud w ere m ost in- 
ft rential. 
Much w as m ade of th e fact 
th a t no votes w ere counted for V are’s 
opponent in m any P hiladelphia 
dis­ 
tricts. 
I t w as contended also th a t the 
P ennsylvania 
practice 
u n d er w hich 
candidates em ploy w atchers 
at 
the 
polls w as only an o th er w ay of buying 
votes legally. M any irreg u larities con­ 
cerning registration in 
P hiladelphia 
and P ittsb u rg h also w ere developed 
but it w as not agreed how w idespread 
these irregularities were. 
The resolve portion of th e resolution 
m erely adopted the report of th e sen­ 
ate investigating com m ittee and s ta t­ 
ed "th a t the said W illiam S. V are be, 
and he is hereby denied a seat in the 
U nited S tates senate. 
V are sa t dejectedly in th e first seat 
on the republican side of the cham ber 
w hile the vote w as taken. 
Al his side 
sat his physician, Dr. John Shaw, w ith 
a w orried expression, w atching to see 
the effect of the balloting upon his 
patient. 
V are’s ruddy face paled slightly as 
the "ayes’’ w ere announced one a fte r 
the o th er in favor of the 
resolution 
w hich deprived him of his seat. 
The senate scene w as staged in all 
the official splendor of a g rea t event 
The galleries w ere filled w ith distingu­ 
ished officials of governm ent and th e ir 
wives, beautifully gowned. In the first 
row of th e sen ato r’s gallery w as Mrs. 
V are in a brown dress w ith light tan 
h at and beside her w ere th e ir two 
daughters, B eatrice and M rs. W illiam 
Kipp. 
N earby the fam ily friend, Leo­ 
pold Glass, m unicipal judge of P h ila­ 
delphia. 
In th e opposite gallery reserved for 
"guests” of the senate, was W illiam B. 
W ilson, 
V are’s 
defeated 
dem ocratic 
opponent, and m em bers of his fam ily 
along w ith his attorney. 
T hus ended the three-year-old fight 
w hich has cost V are a su b stan tial fo r­ 
tune and his health. 
Im m ediately a fte r the N orris vote 
w as announced, the senate voted 66 
to 15 th a t V are’s election opponent, 
W illiam B. W ilson, w as not entitled 
to the seat. 
Ten dem ocrats and six republicans 
contended W ilson should get the seat.
